WASHINGTON, Aug. 26 


—(/P)— John Maragon today 
refused to answer question; 
at the Senate five percenter 
inquiry "on the ground that 
my answer might tend to in- 
criminate me." 


The Greek-American had taken 


th^ witness chair after an account- 
ant testified that Maragon made 
bank deposits of $119,608.61 during 
a live-year period in which he has 
said his income was only around 
$30,000. 


He would not talk, that is, when 


asked about his financial affairs. 
or answer any other questions. 


But he did say "yes" when Sen- 


ator Mundt (R-SD) asked: 


"Do you know Harry Vaughan?" 


He referred to Maj. Gen. Vaughan, 
President Truman's army aide. 


Mundt then wanted to know 


whether Maragon had ever been 
"associated" with Vaughan in "any 
activities." 


"I refuse to answer on grounds 


that my answer might tend to 
incriminate me," Maragon replied. 


Mundt said that answer left the 


"implication that you and Vaughan 
have been engaged in activities 
that are incriminating." 


Maragon conferred briefly with 


his attorney and then said there 
were "no implications"—that he 
was just following his counsel's 
advice. 


He would not even say, when 


asked by Chairman Hoey (D-NC), 
whether he had testified before 
the committee behind closed doors 
July 28.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26—( 


Six Navy submariners and a civil- 
ian technician lost their lives and 
84 crewmen were rescued today 
when the submarine Cochino ex- 
ploded 
and burned 
in 
Arctic 


waters. 


The six Navy men were attach- 


ed to the U. S. S. Tusk, a sister 
submarine which rescued the Co- 
chino's crew. The civilian, who 
was not immediately identified, 
was the only one lost aboard the 
Cochino. 


The 
sunken 
submarine 
was 


equipped with a snorkel—an un- 
derwater "breathing" tube 'which 
enabled it to remain submerged 
for long periods of time. 


The explosion occurred in the 


Cochino's battery room and was 
followed by fire. 


A lieutenant and five of the 


Tusk's enlisted m,en were swept 
from her deck by heavy seas 
during the rescue of the Cochino's 
crew, which was hampered by 
high seas. 


The Tusk, with the rescued men 


aboard, is heading for the Nor- 
wegian port of Hammerfast. This 
is the nearest port where medical 
assistance can be obtained. 


The Cochino and Tusk, together 


vith the submarines Toro and 
Corsair, had been temporarily as- 
Igned to naval forces under com- 
mand of Admiral Richard L. Con- 
nally, naval commander in chief 
if U. S. forces in European waters. 
In Cold Water Training 
The submarines had been en- 


;aged in cold water training ex- 
ercises in the Arctic. They left 
the U. S. Naval submarine base 
at New London, Conn., on July 18. 


The Cochino, like the Tusk, was 


a streamlined guppy-snorkel type 
submarine, of the latest postwar 
model.

President Not 
To Commit Self 
As to Plans 


Will Stump The 
Country on 'Fair 
Deal Program'

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26—(JP) 


—Some of President Truman's 
closest friends predicted today he 
won't let it be known until alter 
;he 1950 congressional elections 
whether he will run again. 


They agreed he will stump 


around the country next year to 
get a Congress to hack his "Fair 
Deal Program." 


A substantial number of them 


expressed 
conviction Mr. Tru- 


man's inclination is to leave the 
White House at the end of his 
present term in 1952. 


All of them conseded they were 


"guessing" — that they were just 
as much in the dark as are the 
people who are not close to the 
president. 


And they insisted that Mr. 


Truman himself couldn't say for 
sure at this time. 


The president himself set off 


the speculation yesterday. 


He hinted — with a smile that 


might have meant anything — 
;hat he won't run in 1952. (He 
will be 68 on May 8 of that 
year.) 


But then, later, he wouldn't, 


say no, positively, or even pro- 
Dably. 


It was started when 96 teen- 


age girls trotted up to the Whtie 
House to look it, and the presi- 
dent overhand to sing him a 
song that lasted so long he had 
io wave goodbye and go back to 
work. 


One of the girls — students 


of government brought here by 
the American Legion auxiliary, 
aad asked about her "chances of 
oecoming 
an 
ambassador 
five 


years from now. 


Reporting this, in one of his 


off-the-cuff 
talks, Mr. Truman 


said he couldn't answer anything 
that far away "because that is a 
year or two beyond the time 
when my term will expire." 


Reporters pounce^ upon the 


remark 
at a subsequent news 


conference. It sounded, they told 
him, like he would not be a can- 
didate in 1952. 


That, said the president, was 


the implication 
he intended. 


So they tried to nail him down. 
"But you are going, to be a 


candidate, aren't you?" one news- 
man pressed. 


I'll answer that question when, 


the time 
comes, Mr. Truman 


came back. 


And, evidently enjoying himself 


he added he was not in the .posi- 
tion Calvin Coolidge was in 1927 
when he said: "I do not choose 
to run." 


One of Mr. Truman's oldest 


and most intimate friends sum- 
med it up this way: 


"I frankly believe that the pre- 


sident does not intend to run

And, my honest 


opinion is that he doesn't know 
himself at this time." 


This man wouldn't allow the 


use of his name. Neither would 
others on the president's staff.

Productivity Should be Based 
On Single Accepted Stan lard 


By Bruce Biossat 


In this age you can find statistics to back up 


almost any point of view you care to take. 
And that's a sad comment on a way of life 
that must be nourished on sound factual infor- 
mation if it is to flower. 


As an example, note the current fact-finding 


inquiry in New York on the issue of the United 
Steel Workers' wage and pension demands. 


Led by Philip Murray, president of the CIO, 


the steel workers' union presented a case rooted 
in the claim that steel wages have gone up 
far less in recent years than has workers pro- 
ductivity in the industry. 


The contention is, in other words, that steel 


workers are not being rewarded in keeping 
with their increasing contribution to production. 


Robert R. Nathan, well-known labor econo- 


mist, appears to have marshaled the figures in 
lupport of the unions view. If the statistics are 
valid, they certainly strengthen the union's case. 


But along comes Dr. Jules Backman for the 


steel industry. He tells the fact-finders that steel 
workers' wages in recent years have shot up 
twice as much as has worker productivity. Al- 
most the exact opposite of the union's claim— 
and Backman has figures, too. 


Now there may be different ways of measur- 


ing productivity. But output per worker is a 
matter frequently crucial to wage disputes and 
there should be some standard gauge for cal- 
culating it. The National Labor Relations Board, 
aided by the Bureal of Labor Statistics, could 
determine such a measure. 


Set against an accepted standard, productivity 


has either gone up more than wages or its 
has not. It cannot do both. And we are frankly 
tired of being told, in effect, that it can. 


One might argue that is the fact-finders' 


job to decide whether the union's or the in- 
dustry's claim is correct. Our belief is that 
the board nhould not have to weigh a matter 
that belongs in the realm of settled, known fact. 
Productivity should be as firmly 
established 


by some regular agency as is the Weather 
Bureau's report of yesterday's temperature. 


Somebody once said of the Russians: "If 


it's documents you want, they are only too 
happy to supply you with them in great num- 
ber. All false, of course." Unless our leaders 
in government, business and labor make more 
judicious use of statistics in argument, they will 
bring down upon themselves the same sort of 
discredit the Russians earned by their phony 
documents. 


Is 'Saving' Clause 
Worh Saving? 


Federal Judge Elwyn Shaw of Chicago gave 


Congress more than one shocker when he de- 
clared the 1949 rent control law invalid. 


Congress had inserted in that law what it 


calls a "saving" clause. The provision stated that 
should the courts rule any portion of the act 
unconstitutional, that decision should not affect 
the validity of the remaining provisions. 


This is standard operating procedure these 


days. And it has kept in force large sections 
of laws that otherwise would have gone com- 
pletely overboard when certain features were 
held invalid. 


Shaw declared, however, that frequently the 


valid and invalid features are so closely inter- 
twined that it is impossible to, separate them. 
When that is the case, he said, •'he whole act 
should die. 


He pointed out further that it ought to be for 


the courts to decide the status of remaining pro- 
visions of a law once any part of it has been 
ruled invalid. If the section were crucial, a court 
might well feel that other portions were mean- 
ingless when standing alone. 


Shaw's views ought to be passed upon by 


the Supreme Court so Congress will know for 
sure whether the saving clause will hereafter 
be a worthless protection for measures of 
doubtful validity. 


This Ailing World 


Half of the 2,265,000,000 people in the world 


are either continuously ill or become sick each 
year, says Surgeon General Leonard A. Scheels. 


That 
is a staggering 
fact 
which seems 


to dwarf many of the issues dominating front 
pages across the nation. 


Its impact only is heightened by Scheel's 


statement that much of the world's disease is 
preventable and much curable. 


The surgeon general offered this information 


in his report on the World Health Assembly 
held in Rome last month. 


H his idea was to shock Americans into new 


awareness of health problems, he probably will 
succeed. Get to thinking about half the world's 
people on the sick list and you realize ho%v short 
a distance we've come along the road to general 
human betterment. 


What we obviously need is less talk of the 


Iron Curtain and more about getting iron into 
peopled blood. 


WASHINGTON—The president's 
steel-wage 


fact-finding board has privately decided it 
would not be able to make its report by the 
August 30 deadline. 


Present plan of the three-man body is to ask 


for a time extension, possibly as much as two 
weeks. 


Reason for this is the unexpected length of 


the board's public hearings. It had been an- 
ticipated this testimony could be concluded 
in a few weeks. Instead, it consumed a lot 
more time. As a result, the board has been 
unable to work on its report to the president. 


No difficulty is anticipated in obtaining a 


time extension. 


The White House is certain to grant it. 


Similarly, Philip Murray is believed willing to 
defer strike action for this purpose. 


Privately, both sides anticipate the board 


will recommend a compromise. 


The Steelworkers are demanding a "package" 


increase of 30 cents an hour, including a wage 
boost, pension and health benefits. Best inside 
guess is that the board will hold with the work- 
ers on their "claim for a raise, but will sharply 
trim the amount. 


Junketeers 
House leaders are having a hard time keeping 


their rank-and-file in check on expense-free 
junkets abroad. 


Usually at this time of year the boys are 


scattered far and wide on "official" tours of 
one kind or another. But the protracted session 
has stymied this gnawing gravy-train craving. 
Result, they are very restive. 


Interstate Commerce Chairman Robert Gross- 


er, D., Ohio, is under strong pressure from com- 
mittee members to agree to two junkets. One 
is to Saudi-Arabia, to "study" U. S. oil interests 
there. Reported conceiver of this plan is the 
p o w e r f u l Arabian-American Oil Company, 
which has huge investments in the middle 
east. Aramco would house and entertain the 
junket Congressmen. 


The other scheme is a tour of Europe to 


examine airline setups and operations. Practi- 
cally all are monopolistic 'chosen instrument" 
systems. Pan American Airways, which has 
long agitated for such a p'olicy for the U. S. 
Overseas Airlines, is credited with originating 
this junket 


Grosser is holding out firmly against both 


trips. In this stand, he has the backing of both 
Speaker Sam Rayburn and Republican Floor 
Leader Joe Martin. Rayburn is very blunt 
about junkets. 
' 


To a group of trip-hungry freshmen he rap- 


ped, "Your people sent you here to legislate 
and not to galavant around the world. You are 
being paid to work for your constituents. If 
you want to stay in Congress, you had better 
stick to your knitting here. It will pay off a 
lot more in the long run than junketeermg at 
the taxpayers' expense," 


Strong Defender 
There is another place in Washington, besides 


the White House, where Maj. Gen. Harry 
Vaughan has strong defenders. 


It is the medical department of the Veterans 


Administration. 


To chiefs of this agency the embattled White 


House military aide is something of a hero. He 
gave them a helping hand at a time when they 
weie in desperate straits. They have never for- 
gotten him for it. This is the story they tell: 


In 1946, when Gen. Omar Bradley, as V. A. 


administrator was frantically trying to reorgan- 
ize the moribund medical services, his most 
urgent need was doctors and dentists. V. A. 
hospitals were jammed with ailing and dis- 
abled veterans. Maj. Gen. Paul Hawley, chief 
medical director, reported he needed 2,000 doc- 
tors immediately. 


Strenuous efforts to obtain civilian medics 


proved unavailing. Bradley and Hawley were 
at ther wits' ends. Someone suggested they 
see Vaughan about the matter. 


His response was immediate. 
"I think I've got the ansxver to your prob- 


lem," he said, if we can get the Army and Navy 
to cooperate, and I see no reason why they 
shouldn't. The Army has hundreds of surplus 
doctors, which it trained and who are clamor- 
ing to get out. But it's short of dentists. The 
Navy has a lot of surplus dentists, which it 
trained. If we can do some swapping, it will 
be to everybody's benefit all around. The gov- 
ernment has a claim on these young doctors and 
they should be used in this emergency. I'll see 
what I can do about the matter." 


Vaughan made good his word, 
Going directly to then-Secretary of War Rob- 


ert Pattersan and Navy Secretary James For- 
restal, Vaughan arranged a three-way swap. The 
Navy transferred 700 dentists to the Army and 
500 doctors to V. A. similarly, the Army detailed 
1,000 doctors to V. A. for two years' service. 
Thus, the Army got the dentists it sorely needed, 
V. A. the doctors it desperately needed, and the 
government received some return for the train- 
ing it had given the medics. 


General Hawley credits his success as V. A. 


medical director as due in a large measure to 
Vaughan's effective aid in this crisis.

God Dwells in Every 
Human Heart 


By William E. Gilroy, D. D. 
When the Psalmist wrote ... 


Psalm 119:11, "Thy word have 
[ hid in mine heart, that I might 
not sin against Thee," what did 
ie mean? 


In the New Testament, in John 


I, is the account of the Word that 
was in the beginning, the Word 
made flesh, dwelling among men 
in the earthly life of Jesus, "the 
Word that was with God, and 
was God." But what djd the word 
of God mean to Old Testament 
writers, who wrote many years 
before Jesus came? 


For them, as for those of the 


New Testament, it meant God in 
the heart, and the "heart" was 
the center of man's life and, being 
To have God in the heart meant 
to be guided and controlled by 
God. 


The word of God was the ex- 


pression of God, synonymous with 
His commandments and His law. 
In Psalm 40:10 the writer ex- 
pressed the same thought in the 
words, "I have hid Thy righteous- 
ness within my heart." In Isaiah 
51:7 
is the reference to the people 


in whose heart is the law of God. 


The sense of right was domi- 


nant in all the devout Hebrew's 
thought of God, and of man's re- 
lation to Him: The good man is 
the "upright" man (Psalm 11:7; 
37:37). The figures of the meas- 
uring line, and the plumb line, 
are applied to life and character, 
as they are to building.

edly emphasized in the Psalms, 
has been sadly disregarded and 
neglected even by many who 
make profession of religion, and 
consider themselves among the 
saved. What a world this would 
3e if every nominal Christian and 
church members had the Psalm- 
st's passion to have the word of 
God hidden in the heart, so deep 
and strong that it was the motive 
wwer of every word and action! 


To be "upright and innocent 


from 
the - great 
transgression" 


(Psalm 19:13) must be the sincere 
purpose of every man who would 
je worthy of a place in the fel- 
.owship of those who love the 
Lord. 


Christian teaching only enforces 


and 
strengthens 
all that 
the 


Psalmists wrote concerning the 
word, and law, of God in the 
heart. If Jesus stressed the new 
commandment of love, it was as 
the fulfilling of the law, and not 
its abrogation, or as a substitute 
for it. There is no substitute for 
righteousness. 


But the New Testament does 


reveal the word of God as love, 
and the indwelling of God's Spirit 
as the source of spiritual power 
to obey the word. To hear and 
obey the voice of God within is 
man's 
highest attainment 
and 


destiny.

Many housewives have complained that 


they are household slaves, that neither their hus- 
bands nor children appreciate the work they do. It 
is true that a housewife often fails to get the recog- 
nition she deserves, but it is far from true that any 
woman who takes proper care of a home- should 
look upon herself as a slave. 


No matter how trying conditions may seem 


at times, women should hold fast to the inspiring 
thought that they are the partners of God in a 
great undertaking. There is no higher calling than 
that of a devoted wife and mother. Her responsibil- 
ities are many, but her rewards are exceedingly 
great. In her own limited sphere, she reigns as 
queen, and her dignity and power are immeasur- 
able. 


Let the housewife who feels tempted to 


grumble because her chores seem endless bring 
imagination and piety to her tasks, and she will 
begin to understand the inherent greatness and 
privilege of her calling. She can make offerings 
to God of so many things. The meals she cooks 
can be meals for Christ Himself; the floor she 
sweeps can be the floor of Christ's Own home at 
Nazareth; the smile she wears for her husband and 
children can be a smile for an Unseen Christ 
crossing her threshold. 


It is true that children often fail properly 


to evaluate their mother's labors of love. But 
fathers at least should be ever mindful of the true 
worth and value of the woman whose very pres- 
ence gives light and grace to a home. Perhaps they 
might try once in a while to make their young 
sons and daughters realize how much they owe to 
their mothers, to manifest greater reverence and 
devotion toward them. 


The good housewife is not in need of sym- 


pathy or pity; her position is too exalted for that. 
But at least she should get a word of appreciation 
—and not just on Mother's Day either. It is not 
that the woman cannot get along without appre- 
ciation being shown her, but that it is the least 
that can be expected from those to whom, in so 
many ways, she is the humble personification of 
God's Own enduring and all-embracing love.

Agriculture Sec'y 
Said Farmers Did 
Not Understand It 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26—(IP)— 


Secretary of Agriculture Brannan 
sent his farm price su.bsidy pro- 
posal out on the road in the 
.iope that the farmers will give it 
a warmer reception than it got in 


ongress. 
His salesmen are key Demo- 


cratic party officials from 16 mid- 
western and western states. They 
iad come here for a meeting of 
;he Democratic National Commit- 
;ee. Brannan gave them a pep 
talk this morning at the May- 
flower hotel, which is higher than 
a grain elevator and fancier than 
any grange hall. 


Brannan said he is pretty sure 


the farmers will approve his plan 
as soon as they understand it. He 
didn't say whether that was the 
reason Congress hasn't approved 
it. Some of the biggest farmer or- 
•anizations have given it a chilly 
reception, too, 


"Fair Return" 
The nub of Brannan'i plan is 


a 'fair return" for the farmers and 
lower food prices for consumers. 
The spread, if any, would be ab- 
sorbed by the taxpayers, which of 
course include both farmer* and 
consumers. 


He advocated dropping the gov- 


ernment purchase and loan pro- 
grams which now prop up the 
price of perishable farm products. 
(The taxpayer pass for any losses 
on these support operations too, 
of couise). Instead of being prop- 
ped up, the perishables would be 
sold for whatever 
they would 


bring in the market. If the aver- 
age price received by farmers fell 
short of a previously set "fair re- 
turn" standard, the farmers would 
get treasury checks for the differ- 
ence. 


The midwestern Democrats are 


going right out to the country 
fairgrounds to plug for this pro- 
gram. Mrs. India Edwards, di- 
rector of the women's division of 
the national committee, said that 
leaflets and exhibits are being 
prepared to show the farmer what 
the plan's about.
